Blitrict Manacer Peraifer T. Smith, 

of the American Sheet Steel company, 
to start the Wt'llsville rolling mill and 
operate it as it has been in the past 
by nonunion men, was the only new 
feature in the etrlke eituation and the 
•yea of all intarested ware turned to 
that plant 

A dlipatch from Wellevlllc says the 
•trlke situation thvre leniains as It 
has been ever since the men were 
called out of the mill. P. F. Smith, 
manager of the American Sheet Steel 
oompany of the Pittsburg district. 
Waa tbf>r« TupKlay nml to the mill men 
declared the mill wuiild be run a» a 
nonunion mill He gave ord^-rs for 
the mill to start Wednesday morning. 
In response to Smith's order about 30 
men west out to work. Two of them 
were members of the Amalgamated 
aisociutlon. The manager of tae mill 
concluded that iiO men was not suf- 
ficient to man the crews and the at- 
tempt for the present has been aban- 
doned. It Is laid the nonunion men 
tram other plaata will be brought 
here, la which case serious trouble Is 
taared. 

Now that Mr. Smith has d 'clar. d 
himself, it is thought the managers nf 
the other nonunion plants will make 
an effort to reaume also within a few 
days and developments of an exciting 
nature can be expected. It is known 
that a gang of men an- at \vorl< at ihe 
Dewcese Wood plant of the American 
Sheet Steel company at McKeesport, 
clearing up and making repairs, and 
well defined rumor was prevalent that 
an effort was to he m.'ulr. by the mill 
officers in the raint' i plant to brealt 
the strike by brinxiuR work'TS here 
from out the city. In confirmation of 
this, for the first time since the stri'.ie 
began, watchmen arrived with clubs, 
patrolling all sides of the miU. None 
ef the strikers were to be seen abo\it 
the property and everything was 
Qulet. The 'mill officers declined to 
discuss the matter and said when 
they were ready to move they would 
do so without any noise. The Wood 
plant Is closely guarded also, and the 
KtrikefB look for the manufacturers to 
attempt res\imption next week 

In direct opposition to Manager 
Smith's declaration and the evident 
praparatlans at the Painter and 
Woods works, an official of another of 
tlx" companies Interested, who did not 
want his name used, asserted that the 
companies had no intention of start- 
ing their plants. The same otticial 
said something might be known in 90 
days, but he would not say whether 
that is the time the officials expected 
the strike to last. What the manu- 
facturers generally think of tho strike 
cannot be learned. All information 
at the offlces of the companies or mills 
la denied. The explanation given is 
that there Is nothing to give out or 
that the oider has gone forth forbid* 
ding any one to talk. 

Cost ef the Strike. 

President Shaffer Is still hopeful of 
an early settlement of tho strike. The 
information he received from the 
strike centers was quite meagre. This 
ha interpreted to menu that the 
Btiika was getting on w«ll. 

The steel strike is daily costing the 
three companies involved $210,000 and 
the workmen |l5ti,000. It Is estimat- 
ed that in the daily loss of nearly 23.- 
000 boxes of tin plate a day, the Amei- 
Icaa Tin Plato company la daily los- 
ing ovar If 0,000, while the loas to the 
canning companies unable to secure 
their material Is enormous In addition. 
About 700 tons of the 1,000 tons daily 
production of the American Sheet 
Steel company is being lost, and this 
represents a loss each fay to the cett- 
bine of at least $50,000. The loss to 
the gas stove manufacturers is also 
great, as the mills are closed, which 
make a specialty of stove iron. This 
la the heavy sea^un for making stoves. 
In addition to all of these losses, the 
many and varied Industries crippled 
now and in prospect represent losses 
to the men of lai i^e sums that cannot 
be computed now The Amalgamated 
man are said to have a fund of $200,- 
000 with which to ka«» tkO strike 
fotof.

New London, Conn.. July 17, — With 
40 feet of her bow cut clean off in a 

collision with the steam yac'it Wild 
Duck, the steamer Tremont. of the 
Joy line, which b ft Boston for New 
York with 300 passengers, was towed 
into New London and beached. All 
her paasengers had baea transtarred 
to other steamers In the sound and 
continued their trip to X(tw York. 
Captain Wilcox of the Tremont, says 
the steamer was proceeding on her 
usual course, when about 12 miles 
west of Cornfield Light, a schooner- 
rigged steam yacht was made out 
ahead of the bow. When too late the 
Tremont attempted to change her 
course to avoid the impending col- 
lision. The sharp prow of the yacht 
struck her about 'iO feet back of the 
port bow. and sheered diagonally 
acroa!$, coming out jn the ntarboard 
side. Tiie force of the inipai t was 
Buflicicnt to throw the passengeis 
from their bunks and caused the great 
est excitement among them for a time, 
but the officers of the Tremont main- 
tained discipline and aid was quickly 
at hand. The steamer City of Wor- 
cester and the City of Lowell were 
both near and promptly went to the 
assistance of tbe Tremont. Immedi- 
ately after the accident the yacht 
backed awav from tho Tbemont and 
left immediately, coming later Into 
New London harbor.

Wild Duck is an iron vessel built by 
the late John Forbes, and now owned 
by Oeneral Prancls W. Green of New 
York.

Only six Delaware and Hudson col 
Ileries are In operation throughout 
tbe Lackawanna and Wyoming valley. 
Those idle Involve 8,000 workmen, tlie 
greater portion of whom are In Scran- 
ton and not as far as Carbondale and 
Forest City. The Erie railroad com 
pany's mines enii)loys lii.dnD ni. n and 
are shut down tight. A serious con- 
dition confronts this company at Its 
Qenwood colliery at Jermyn, where It 
had been fightlns hard against a flood 
which has submerged all the lowei 
workings and reached nearly r>0 f< et 
up the shaft. The Ontario and Wnst- 
ern Railway company, employing 7. 
000 men in the Lackawanna region, la 
Idle, and the flooding of most of tbe 
mines Is threatened, involving a de 
6tru(tion of property that will he 
enoimous. In the event of Hooding a 
mine cannot be again restored to 
working condition for seveial months. 

American Federation to Assist.
